The body of the Rev. Dr. 
i’. Cannon, for 32 years 
Westminster Presbyterian 
who died Friday at 8:15 p. m. from 
injuries suffered four hours pre- 
viously when struck by an automo- 
bile in front of his home, “will lie in 
State at the church, 
mar boulevards, today from 11 a. 
m. to 4p. m. No services will be 
held in the church during the day. 

A Coroner's jury yesterday exon- 
erated Roy F. Lee, 35 vears old, 
2OS6A Enright avenue, 
the automobile of Wallace D. Sim- 
mons, 46 Westmoreland place, pres- 
dent of the Simmons Hartiware Co., 
which struck Dr. Cannon, and ad- 
judged his death an accident. Dr. 
Cannon, after being taken-to St. 
l.uke’s Hospital, told a policeman 
that lee was not to blame and that 
he did not desire to prosecute him. 

Testimony at the inquest was that 
lor. Cannon had alighted from the 
“wutomobile of his assistant, the Rev 
(Charles G. Gunn, on the south side 
of Waterman avenue and had start- 
ed to go across the street to his 
hFome at 5237 Waterman avenue. He 
ahead of one automobile 
and stepped 
Simmons’ machine which was fol- 
lowing at a speed of between 15 and 
1S miles an hour. He was thrown 
into the air and fell face downward 
on the pavement. 

lee had locked the wheels of the 
simmons’ car and had = swerved 
slightly, coming to a stop so quickly 
that apparently the wheels of the 
machine did not pass over Dr. Can- 
non, who was lying in front of it. 
Barstow, Mrs. Sim- 
mother, was thrown from her 
seat. in the Simmons’ car onto her

The witnesses at the inquest were 
Patrolman Edward Benda, who 
talked with Lee after the accident: 
the Rev. Mr. Gunn, Mrs. Barstow

Domestic 
workers, as they are called—thce 
word “servant” being legally abol- 
ished—have their unions and are 
supposed to work only eight heurs 
daily with Sundays off. but actually 
those whom I had an opportunity 
to observe worked as hard or ‘iarder 
than any “kitchen slaves” [ have 
seen in capitalistic countries.

Ssufest place to conceal his most 
valued possessions, including several 
thousand rubles in gold, would be 
in his own store. Therefore, he ex- 
cavated a portion of the wall, tucked 
his precious horde away there and 
plastered up the cavity again. Sad 
to relate, a short time afterward his 
establishment was nationalized and 
occupied by one of the Soviet bu- 
reaus. 

The wretched ex-proprietor is on 
the horns of a most painful dilem- 
ma, for unless he can recover pos- 
session of his hidden capital he is 
quite, likely—-being otherwise penni- 
less——to starve to death, and the 
only way he can get the stuff out of

And the Bolsheviks have 
an unpleasant habit of summarily) 
shooting burglars. 

' The Soviet’s policy toward retail 
commerce has been one of the er- 
rors to. which they freely eonfess. 
One of the early decrees abolished 
all private shops, the intention be- 
ing to supplant them with Sovietski 
establishments dealing in all varie- 
ties of merchandise. @he ejection 
process simply drove shopkeepers, 
who, although theoretically deprived 
without any compensation whatever 


‘of all their stock in trade, generally 


managed to smuggle away a consid- 
erable portion of their goods, t6 the 
Toukharevka or some other open- 
air market place. 

Meanwhile the Soviets found 
themselves powerless to replace 
thousands upon thousands of shops 
over night. Moreover, many costly 
articles were ruined in the course of 
time by exposure in the open. Be- 
ing realistic enough in these matters 
once experience has taught them 
what is feasible and what is not, the 
Balshevists decided to let private

‘SAME METHODS 
USED IN EACH CASE. 


Bankers’ Association Issues 
Warning and Urges Mem- | 
bers to Observe Utmost 
Precautions During Spring’ 


| Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
| PLANO, Tex.—True to the record | 
of former years the season for yegs- | 
men in Texas opened about the mid- 
die of January and is expected to | 
continue until spring is well ad- | 
vanced. According to statements of | 
detectives of the Texas Bankers’ As- 
sociation there are more yeggemen in| 
|this State than ever before. This is 
faccounted for by the fact that the 
'oil industry has brought to scores of 
|banks in the smaller towns millions 
,of dollars in deposits. Added to this 
jare the proceeds from the enormous) 
| crops of last vear. A few nights! 
l ago yeggeimnen robbed the Plano Na- 
‘ional Bank of Plano of Liberty 
|Bonds and other negotiable securi- 
ities amounting to more than $25,000 
| killed the night watchman, G. W. 
/Rye, and escaped in an automobile. 
| W. A. Philpott Jr., secretary of 
the Texas Bankers’ Association, has. 
jissued a warning to all members to 
itake every possible precaution. 
| “The lure of the Liberty Bonds, 
coupled with the automobile = and | 
good roads, has not only made bank 
robbing a favorite sport for the crim- 
‘inally inclined, but it is also proving | 
to be profitable and safe business. 
Since Jan. 1, 1920, there have been | 
11 bank robberies in Texas, while’ 
in the 15 years previous there hal | 
been but 16. These attacks have 
been made on banks within a 650-| 
mile radius of some Texas city. Of- 
_ficers and detectives of every charac- | 
ter have been very active on each | 
of these 11 cases, but to date not 
one robber has been apprehended o: 
one penny of stolen funds recovered. | 
“With these operators, the robbing 
“of banks by yeggmen has become 1 
science. Their business is very sys- 
tematic; they are not bolder than 
the average man; they do not take a 
chance when the odds are agains: 
them. Each job is carefully planned. 


Manganese Sales Not Molested. 


“The yeggmen in Texas now wll! 
not attempt to blow a manganese 
steel safe, and most of our banka 
‘have this equipment for their cash 
and securities. They could get into! 
the safes only after much trouble 
and half a day's hard work if they 
were expert, so they are not attack- 
ing manganese safes. They are aft- | 
er Liberty Bonds, War Saving.

First 
they look over the ground; get the

Robbers Escape to Cities by Auto, 

“They escape by auto and so the, 
smaller towns on the good roads) 
near the cities are most likely to be 
attacked, as the robbers can be in 
the city an hour after the robbery 
and soon lose themselves. Some- 
times they have the car near the 
bank building, but more often it is 
parked a mile from the town in a 
side lane and headed toward the 
_city.

Remedy For Overloading. | 

Recently a motor truck publica- 
.tion wrote to motor truck manufac- 
turers asking them for the most 
pressing problem facing the motor 
truck industry. An overwhelming 
number of replies stated that the 
biggest need was a remedy for over- 
loading and overspeeding. This 
remedy is squarely up to the driver, 
but he must be guided by his em- 
ployer. He knows that overloading 
‘and overspeeding is bad for his 

truck, but he would obey orders 
more quickly if he knew “why.” He 
probably knows that overspeeding | 
is destructive, but not that doubling 
the speed increases the violence of 
road shock fourfold. Many operators 
use simple illustrations with de- 
cided and lasting effect. For in- 
stance the importance of proper lu- 
brication can be explained so that it 
| will stick in the driver’s mind. By 
| showing him a piece of polished 
steel under a microscope and point- 
ing out that the jagged outline— 
visible to the naked eye—must be 
filled up with oil in order to prevent 
the edges from causing damage he 
is impressed more than being merely 
told to “oil up.” Educating the 
driver is largely up to the operator, 
for the average driver is eager and 
willing to learn. 

There are many ways of getting | 
and holding the driver’s interest. | 
|They may be summed up in two | 
|fundamentals. First, the driver | 
| should be treated squarely. This 
| can probably best be accomplished 
by equipping his truck with a me. 
chanical recorder which will give 
him credit for the work he does.

Birds Appear in Unexpected Places, Apparently Passing Up 
Good Feeding Grounds for Barren Spots.

1oW be pleased to relate some of 
them to your readers. 

A number of years ago I was duck 
shooting on a grass lake in South 
Dakota. 1 came to shore at noon 
for the purpose of lunch and a sup- 
te of shells for the afternoon shoot- 
ng. 

The farmer's son met me on my 
way back. He helped me with my 
string of ducks and we started for 
the house. 

Cattle had grazed around the lake 
and eaten down the rank growth of 
grass and left the greater part of the 
shore an ideal jacksnipe ground. 
There were a great many of the 
birds around. 

One flew up from under my feet 
and ! shot it, much to the surprise 
of my boy companion. He asked, 
with some curiosity, if | tiked to 
shoot those little birds. J! replied 
that I did, and considered them the 
finest table bird that flew. He re- 
plied that he could take meto a 
' place where 1! could get 100 at a 
shot. I asked him where this place 
was and he replied in the barnyard. 
I told him that the birds in the 
barnyard were plover or kildeer, 
but he was most emphatic that they 
were jacksnipe. 

We had to pass the barn in going 
to the house and as we reached the 
barn he told me to wait a moment, 
and went into the barn. He came 
out in a moment and motioned me 
to come. I went in and he took me 
to a small door and told me to look.

ealled “botulism,” which results 
from eating spoiled vegetables or fruits. 

The disease is caused by a germ of de- 
cay in spoiled vegetables or fruits. This 
germ is amazingly resistant to measures 
that kill most germs; boiling does not de- 
stroy it, unless continued for several 
hours, nor does steam under 15 pounds 
pressure for 10 minutes. Therefore, it is 
important that all vegetables and fruits 
used for canning or preserving be in per- 
fectly sound condition. This is the only 
way to insure safety, although fraction- 
al sterilization of one hour for three suc- 
cessive days, provided the cans or jars be 
kept tightly sealed in the intervals, is 
successful in sterilizing the food, as is 
the method of adding over 2 per cent of 
lemon juice and exposing the cans to boil- 
ing water for one hour. 

The poison is destroyed by light and air, 
but maintains its virulence for more than 
six months if it is sealed and kept in a 
dark place. 

Prof. Robert Graham of the University 
of Tllinoie furnished his antibotnulinus

“To be of value,” writes the physician, 
“the serum must be administered early. | 
This can be accomplished only by ! 
early recognition of the disease and by | 
having depots of serum in various centers 
about the country. If a case of botulism 
occurs, careful search for the poisoned 
food should be made and all persons who | 
have eaten it should be given good sized | 
prophylactic doses of the serum.” 

As treatment, they recommend washing | 
out the stomach, free catharsis by castor | 
oil and enemas, with supportive measures. | 

There have been 40 recognized out- 
breaks of botulism in the United States, 
with 150 cases and 97 deaths. 

In October last there was an outbreak 
of “botulism” at Grosse Pointe, a suburb 
of Detroit, after a dinner party at which 
olives were served. The doctors whe at- 
tended the patients now report to the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation on their observations.

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SCHOOL where plant foremen are taught how 
to handle “soreheads,” ‘“swellheads" and 
“boneheads;” where they are taught how 
to get the most production with the least 
effort, is the sort of a school Swift &

Numerous factories in recent years have experiment- 
ei with various sorts of training classes for employes, 
but few corporations of the magnitude of Swift & 
Co. have taken it seridusly enough to make their 
whole manufacturing policy conform to it, and that 
is what the big packer has done, although the system 
only was installed nine weeks ago. Those nine weeks 
however, by scientific measurement have shown a 
mathematical advance in production per man. 

It has long been recognized in large plants that the 
foreman is the “kingpin.” A good foreman can keep 
things running smoothly, but a brutal and thoughtless 
one can start more trouble in a day than his em- 
ployer can settle In a month.

It is the teacher’s duty to pay particu- 
lar attention to the weak points of each man, as indi- 
cated by the chart. 

In a test recently given, two men were described, 
and the scholars were asked to decide which would 
make the best foreman. 

One man was described as a popular, good-natured 
fellow, who had worked in the plant since he Was a 
boy, who was known and liked by all the men. He 
was somewhat inclined to moodiness at times, how- 
ever, and was nervous and excitable. He was an ex- 
cellent workman, with a turn for inventiveness and 
ingenuity. The other candidate had not been there 
so long, was better poised, more impersonal and re- 
served, calmer, and less given to being “one of the 
boys.” He was not disliked, however, and was nelther 
conceited nor overbearing. . 

Nearly all the men selected the second candidate, 
which was the correct answer, but there were a few 
who chose the first. These said, in most instances, 
that his ingenuity would be valuable in devisjng bet- 
ter methods of production.

per cent may be deducted for missing a car with a 
shipment: 10 per cent for shortweight, or 5 per cent 
for defective packing. A blackboard is maintained in 
the superintendent's office, upon which these grades are 
posted from week to week. Since the foreman’s classes 
were installed, there has been a steady increase in the 
grading of every department, without exception. 

This, of course, has stimulated keen rivalry, and 
some of the departments that graded very low at first 
have come to the top during succeeding weeks. 

At the end of each week the foreman of the depart- 
ments that have failed to make perfect grades are 
called into the superintendent's office and asked to ex- 
plain what was responsible for the failure. In the 
office sits an “umpire,”’ who has before him a sheet 
ccntaining the exact information about what happened. 
If the foreman makes a mistake in his explanation, 
the “umpire” corrects him. When the case has been 
stated, the foreman is asked to analyze it and explain, 
if he can, what proper production principle he violated. 

In the St. Louis plant (the St. Louis Dressed Beef 
Co.) 117 men are taking the course, and 256 are taking 
it at the East St. Louis plant. They are divided inte 
classes of 20 men each, and each class has a leader, 
whose duty it is to see that the members are keeping 
up with their studies, taking their tests and sending 
in the papers promptly, and assisting each to remedy 
his respective failings. if

fae? Sa experiments in color growing in 
cotton are now in progress of development at sev- 
eral points in the cotton belt. Chief interest, it 
is said. centers on the point whether cotton of 
any other color than snow white will have its equal 
commercially. 

New Orleans cotton factors answer the question with 
a decided “No.” Others are hesitating and asking for 
more evidence. 

A farmer, C. F. O'Briant, near Dalton, Ga.. reports 
having successfully grown green cotton, of fine fiber. 
A planter in the interior of this state is known to 
have experimented along similar lines. 

The war and the scarcity of dyes is said to have 
inspired these color experiments. When German dyes 
were cut off from this country there was need of a 
revolution in dyeing processes. 

A cotton grower conceived the idea of “breeding” 
color into the cotton plant. instead of White, he said 
it could be grown to green or pink or brown or blue. 

“Why not?” it was asked. The question went the 
round of a number of cotton exchanges and centers. 

“You breed color in animals,” one said, “why not 
find a chemical process of breeding color into plant 
life, cotton in particular?” 

A rose by any other name would be a rose, they 
said. Cotton of any other color would still be cotton. 
Then the experimenting began. Rumors came from 
Georgia, South Carolina and Louisiana that they would 
fool the dye man by “breeding” cotton to the rainbow. 

“It's only a freak idea.” insisted W. B. Thompson, 
former president of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange 
for many years and who presided over the world’s 
cotton conference when it met here last October. “It's 
only a freak,”’ he insisted. 
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“Cotton's value in the market, its le and scal- 
ing depends upon its whiteness. Pure white is the 
standard. The moment you tint it, its commercial 
value is depreciated; you detract from its price. 

“They say raise green cotton and you can make the 
green cloth, thereby cutting out the dye. Perhaps so, 
but I do not regard the scheme as practicable as a 
commercial proposition. 


“On the contrary, take white cotton and it is the 
most susceptible to all dyes—you can develop any 
color scheme you desire from the basic white. Any- 
how, who wants green cloth’? Or blue or tan?” 


Other Louisiana cotton factors looked at it in much 


the same light as did Mr. Thompson. 


John M. Parker, head of one of the largest cotton 
concerns in this city, and just nominated for Gover- 
nor of Louisiana, has been watching the “color schemes 
in cotton,” but he, too, is skeptical of any practical 
results. He thinks the cotton market will never call 
very loudly for anything but the fleecy white. 


Col. Parker believes in line breeding in animals, but 
he can't see it applied to the cotton plant. He has a 
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stock farm near Bayou Sara, in West Feliciana Parish. 
where he has spent years in experimenting with Her- 
ford cattle, until he has produced some of the best 
and beefiest Herfords in the South, and last fall car- 
ried off the ribbons wherever they were shown. 

A& everyone knows, the Herford was developed from 
a freak Pole cow. Years of line and color breeding 
have brought forth the present finely developed speci- 
mens in color and in beef. 

“So why not cotton?” Col. Parker was asked. 

“I've seen cotton from all over—I’ve seen the green. 
the freakish red and the brown, but to my mind the 
market of the world will always demand the pure 
white staple.” 

Col. Parker spoke of the Nankeen ¢otton, which was 
raised for a number of years and was the subject of 
experiment. It was a dark brown and was a curiosity 
rather than a product of commercial value. 

Then there was the African cotton, red in color and 
freakish in nature.

HAT is the mode fof spring? 

It is difficult to say, for so many 
varieties are shown that it is impos- 
sible to pick one silhouette or one 
feature so distinctive that it can be 
pointed out as the thing that will be 
worn. 

And this is peculiarly fortunate in these days of 
extravagance when prices have soared beyond the 
limit of many a pocketbook, for it is comforting to 
know that last season's frock or a favorite tailored suit 
is not totally unwearable from the point of view of 


- ptyle. 


Of course, in talking with the designers in the Fifth 
avenue shops, with the buyers just back from the 
spring openings in Paris, with the manufacturers and 
the editors of leading fashion magazines, many new fea- 
ture of the mode were shown the Post-Dispatch’s repre- 


‘sentative, but, though she came from these discussions 


with a confused impression of infinite variety, she still 
held the opinion that the subtle changes invoked by 
fashion leaders this spring would not be noticed by 
the average man, and for whom else do our women 
dress”? 

It seems that the afternoon frocks, more than any 
others, show a difference and a quaintness that is in- 
triguing and much in vogue at the moment.

last fold. Red and green applique formed a central 
motif just above the narrow string girdle of bright 
red velvet, while the skirt was short and full, with a 
short yoke of silver tissue bordered by the applique. 

Another black taffeta gown, cut on similar lines, was 
heavily embroidered in raffia in shades of-rose and 
purple with French kndts of buff and brown raffia 
forming the centers of the flowers in the broad de- 
sign which encircled the skirt from the hips to the 
knees. The waist of this frock was perfectly plain, 
with a round neck and short sleeves, though a high col- 
lar of taffeta, which tied in a smart bow in the back 
and had a supplementary ruffle of organdie to match 
the cuffs, could be attached if desired. 

A model of Jenny’s, called her mouchoir frock, has 
been copied extensively in this country in a variety 
o: materials and promised to be very popular. The 
original, which is said to have been-worn by Jenny 
at her spring opening, was in deep red satin—a favorite 
color this spring. The gown derives its names from 
the square handkerchief-like pieces which form the 
overskirt. Fastened by. the points just below the 
natural waistline, they fall in graceful folds and points 
over the straight, narrow foundation. The ‘‘handker- 
chief’ directly in front is fastened a bit higher, form- 
ing a triangle on the bodice, and is seemingly held 
in place by a large Oriental pin set with a huge dull 
red stone in exactly the same tone as the gown.

But, if there is a marvelous variety of afternoon 
frocks—and not all of them, by any means, are made 
of taffeta—it is really the evening gowns whith are un- 
fettered! One may wear the short, bouffant models, 
cling to the straight and narrow silhouette, or wear 
any variation of either, and still feel 
chic and becomingly gowned.. 

Some of the newest dancing frocks 
are quaint indeed. Full, very full, 
skirts of tulle or chiffon, ruffled and 
founced until they look as if made 
over hoops, are surmounted by tight- 
fitting little basques of black velvet, 
eut high in front and daringly low 
in the back.

Some of the skirts show side pleatings as a con- 
cession to spring style, but for all of that, their silhou- 
eitte is straight. 

These trotteurs, as the French call them, are shown 
in the heather mixtures in tweeds or jersey and are 
indispensable for business or sports. Brown is the 
favorite shade, though gray and blue, in soft tones, 
are also used. 

While many three-piece suits—that is, a one-piece 
gown with coat to match—are shown, the blouse still 
holds a prominent place in the spring displays. The 
simple tailored blouse in silk or batiste—such as we 
have worn for many years with business suits or sports 
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has come into ig a this season. 

In all colors and all materials every hae presents 
a fascinating array of these charming new blouses. 
Simple in cut, but attractive because new, these 
blouses are sold for exorbitant prices. | saw several 
lively silk ones in batik; a beautiful yellow georgette 
embroidered in pastel shades of lavender, pink and 
blue; a quaint Pompeiian red satin embroidered in 
gray and black and yellow. If a woman has any talent 
for sewing or embroidery, these blouses can easily be 
duplicated at home. : 

But nothing has been said about street dresses. 
How could we forget that keystone of every woman's 
wardrobe—a once-piece frock of dark blue! In trico- 
tine and serge they come as usual, but the bits of 
bright wool embroidery and’ the new silhouette save 
them from the commonplace of familiarity. 


These frocks are simple indeed in cut, with skirts 
fuller and shorter than those shown last fall. One 
interesting .model was of dark blue tricotine em- 
broidered in Pompeiian red and gray wool—simple de- 
sign outlining the rounded neck and running straight 
down the front to perhaps 10 inches below the narrow 
string belt. The same design also outlined the ver- 
tical slits of the pockets, which were cut so as to 
stand out in a pannier effect on the hips. The short 

sleeves were in one piece with the blouse and 
finished with a strip of red and gray. 

Other models seen were embroidered in red 
or green beads, in jet, or trimmed with révs and 
rows of black brain. The skirts are quite short 
and when these blu> frecks are worn with gray 

stockings and the short-vamped black French shoes, 
the effect is piquant. 

Most fascinating of all fhe smart clothes shown, 
however, are the sports clothes designed to attract 
the “Southern trade.’ Not all of us are so fortunate 
av to need these for immediate use in the South, but 
they do bring dreams of brilliant sunshine and glisten- 
ing waters, of green grass and blue skies, and of tennis 
courts and other sports of the summer montbs. 


Pleated skirts of irridescent and glistening silks, in 
ivory and oyster-white tones, are worn with short 
black velveteen jackets, though many soft woo! skirts 
in brilliant colors are also shown. Simple hats of 
stitched or tucked silk or satin complete a costume so 
wniversally becoming that women who never handle 
a tennis racket or a golf stick don them with pride. 

And the fetching organdie and mull frocks, so simple 
and yet so smart, with their ruffles and pléats and 
embroidery! These come in delicate paste) shades, 
with bright-colored cotton ribbon girdles, and are so 
strong in their appeal that even grandmothers buy 
them. 

Wern with these frocks are buge flat hats in leg- 
horn or—hold your breath; I’m sure this is going 
to surprise you—velvet! But the hats designed for 
early spring wear are, generally speaking, small, high 
affairs, glistening with shellac or varnish. 


When bright red leather hats were introduced last fall 
we little suspected the aftermath of patent leather and 
oil cloth used in the spring creations. Very chic 
they are, with their bright wool or raffia embroidery, 
while the glazed fruits and flowers brighten the hats of 
silk and straw. Even wings are dipped in some liquid 
that gives them a bright, hard finish, and wncurled 
ostrich feathers are glycerined. 


Many of the more exclusive models depend on line 
alone for their smart effect. Turbans and small hats with 
upward-rolling brims are made of horsehair or grass 
cloth, leverly draped or drawn smooth and embel- 
lished with embroidery in straw or silk or wool. Straw 
is used sparingly on these hats. A new green called 
creme, de minthe is a popular shade for hats of this 
sort, though brilliant red and dark blue are also seen. 
Gray-green, gray-blue and soft dove-gray are also 
tones that are popular. 


Veils are used a great deal., A small] dinner hat made 
by an exclusive milliner on Madison avenue shows a 
toque of black straw edged with white cotton roses 
and finished with a full, short veil, which may either 
be worn over the face or hanging from the back. This 
same shop also showed a peacock-blue taffeta trimmed 
with uncurled ostrich of the same shade. 

The small, close bats so prevalent early in the season 
call for plain coiffures. The high roll or French twist 
seems to be gaining in popularity and those women

who relentlessly cut off their hair are forced to add. 


other than their own. In Paris, it is rumored that 
blonde braids are used to embellish black hair, and 
black added to chestnut. Be that as it may, our wom- 
en are drawing their hair loosely back and knotting 
it high. But in the coiffure, even as in the silhouette, 
personal taste overrules apy particular style and the 
wise woman will adopt what is most becoming, regard- 
less of what her sisters do. 

Because of the prevalent short sleeves, gloves will 
be longer—and higher, if we are to believe what the 
shop keepers tell us. Short gloves are occasionally seen 
with short sleeves, but the effect is incongruous. Many 
women are substituting fabric gloves for those of 
leather, and if the price of kid gloves continues to 
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appropriately worn at any time, according to 
latest advices. 

Beaded bags, quaint umbrellas and parasols, colored 
collar and cuff sets or sheerest quality organdie or 
chiffon, little frills and vests of gay cotton as well as 
vests of suede and other leathers and of brocades. 
beads, carved jade ornaments to be worn on narrow 
black cords, huge fans of feathers and quaint fans 
of calico, silver and rhinestone buckles~indeed, it 
would be hard to mention all the luxurious accessories 
for the further enhancement of the fair sex. 


Oxfords with low heels and pointed toes in al! 
shades of brown will be worn with lightweight, sheer. 
woolen stockings in various shades for gaiking and 
shopping. Slippers of gold and silver cloth are in 
vogue for evening, the latest fency being to have the 
heels set in brilliants. It is hard to predict whether 
the round-toed, high-heeled French last will be more 
popular than last year or not, but it is undoubtedly 
true that much attention will be paid to the dressing 
of feet, since they are to be displayed so freely. 


In the matter of lingerie, it is interesting to note that 
the most exclusive shops have reacted from the vogue 
of pink silk which has swept the country and are 
showing practically nothing in satin or crepe de chine. 
Italian silk and fine linen are being offered instead. 
Hem stitching, tucks and other bits of handwork or a 
bit of hand-made lace make these garments appealing 
in their simplicity and sheerness of material. 

In summation—if it is possible to sum up such a 
rambling statement as I have made—there is no fixed 
mode for the spring. An endless variety is shown in 
silhouette, materials and colors. Though a quality of

KF YOU should casually ask anyone . = ties are past. 
at what age most people die who 


have lived past the tenth year, not 
one in a hundred would answer cor- 
rectly. Their guesses would vary from 
11 to 20, 20 to 40 and 40 to 60. Very 
few, unless they had been studying 
statistics or had engaged in the life insur- 
ance business, would be able to answer the 
question. Yet the fact remains, almost a 
complete surprise; that more adults die at the 
ages of 72 to 73 than during any other two years. 

Statistics assert this, both in the mortality tables 
of the insurance companies and in the tables compiled 
from reports of states where death registration is re- 
quired. It is somewhat astonishing to some persons, 
especially the young, to learn that the mortality rate 
is greatest at those periods. It looks like a promise 
of long life to the man in the early twenties, but 
there is many a slip between 20 and 70. 

Another surprising thing is that very few can give 
ihe names of the three diseases which kill more people 
than any other three. This mortality list applies to 
all ages and begins at birth. 

Everyone will guess one of them—tuberculosis. 
has been repeated time and time again until it 
comes secondary nature to say 
“tuberculosis” when :asked the 
most deadly disease. But to 
name the other two, both of 
which are more deadly than 
tuberculosis, will be no easy mat- 
ter. Guesses will range from 
whooping cough to meningitis. 
But the truth is that 10.8 per cent 
dies from organic diseases of the 
heart. Second in rank is pneu- 
monia, with 10.5 per cent to its 
credit, and, third, is tuberculosis, 
with 10.3 per cent. All told, 
these three diseases kill almost 
one-third. 

The fourth disease-the disease 
that often attacks in middle life, 
when the waistband has expand- 
ec and father and mother fill their chairs comfortably, 
is Bright's disease, or kidney trouble, as the general 
term is. This disease is responsible for 7.6 per cent 
of the deaths in United States. 

Fifth on the list is a disease which strikes with no 
warning—apoplexy, or cerebral hemorrhage. No less 
than 5.9 per cent die from this, the age limits vary- 
ing from middle life to old age. Seldom does the 
disease strike in the twenties, rarely in the-thirties, 
but in the forties and fifties it is common. 

Cancer kills 5.8 per cent, while the common disease 
of typhoid fever, once fatal and feared, kills only .9 
of 1 per cent. Whooping cough, an infantile dissease, 
kills .8 of 1 per cent, proving itself to be nearly as 
serious as typhoid fever. Meningitis, another serious 
disease, has .7 of 1 per cent accredited to it, 
while rheumatism, very painful and somewhat 
common, kills .4 of 1 per cent. Scarlet fever 
kills even less, only .3 of 1 per cent, and ma- 
laria, common in the great basins of this 
country, kills only .2 of 1 per cent. 

The most startling thing shown this 
table is deaths due to external causes. Many 
think that almost half of the deaths are due 
to falls, railroad accidents, drownings, sui- 
cides, poisons, murder, etc., but the per cent is 
very small. Only 7.7 per cent come to life's 
end in that way, and for this very reason it 
seems to the inexperienced that life insurance 
is very high and accident insurance is very 
cheap. One stands just 7.7 chances out of 100 
of losing his life by external causes. He stands 
30 chances of losing it by pneumonta, heart 
disease and tuberculosis. . 

If 1900 boys and girls were selected at random 
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at the age of 10, by the time the age of 20 were reached 
66 Would have died. The death rate at this period is low. 
At birth and shortly after, the yearly death rate ‘is 
very high, as many as 20 infants out of 100 dying the 
first year. From 20 to 30, 80 of this 1000 would die, 
bringing the total up:to 140 of the original 1000 that 
die between the age of 10 and 30. From 30 to 40 the 
death rate does not increase. Another 80 is stricken 
from the list of living, and now there are 220 out of 
the 1000 that have died between the ages of 10 and 40 
By the time the age of 50 is reached, 500 are dead 
of the 1000 and another 80 has been added to the list. 
Thus from 20 to 50 the death rate is about the same, 
but from 59 to 60 the change is great. No less than 
120 die during this decade, and, at the age of 60, 420 
of the 100 are dead, not quite balf. 
Again the percentage moves up. 
per cent die between the ages of 60 and 70, and 
during the period that follows that, 24 per cent 
die, the highest percentage of any. After that 
age, the percentage drops to 14 for the age be- 
tween 80 and 90. Then it grows still smaller. 
until, at the age of 95, only 1 per cent dies. 


The tables of insurance companies place the 
death rate lower and allow longer Hfe. The life 
of man may reach 100 years, according to their 
figures, while the American experience 
table only grants 95 yeurs of life. The 
actuaries table esfimates that 8.9 men 
(whatever .9 of a man may be) will be 
alive at the age of 95. -When the age 
of 100 is reached, the table states that 
1 of a man is alive out of 100,000. 
Thus, it would seem from their figures 
that one man out of a million lives to be 100 vears old. 

Taking individual years, instead of decades, the 
chances of dying are a trifle less, mathematically, at 
the ages of 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29 and 30 than they are at 
the ages from 10 to 20. In the latter gvoup the deaths 
run from 72 to 73 for any one year, while from 24 to 
30 the number is around 71 for any given age. After 
the age of 35, when deaths will average 7, out of the 
1000 lives we started with, the total grows year b\ 
year until the age of 73 is reached, when 250.5 will suc- 
cumb to the grim reaper through one cause or anotlier. 

The difference between the table of the actuary and 
the experience table is not great. The actuary gives 
a lower death rate during early years, mounts higher in 
the forties and decreases sooner after the early seven-

It is in this way that they 
allow for the possibility of the centenarian. 

From these figures the average length of 
life is somewhere between 60 and 65. It is 
during this time that the 500 men out of the 
1000 die. Ordinarily, one thinks of the aver- 
age span of life as 40 or 45 years, but these 
figures show that it is in the early sixties. 

Possibly influenza epidemics will change 
the death rate, though the present statistics 
show that influenda in 1917 killed a very 
low percentage, only 1.2 per cent. If the increase is 
found when the statistics are completed, pneumonia 
will probably have leaped far to the front as the most 
deadly and dangerous of diseases. 
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HOW WE KNOW WHAT IS IN 
THE STARS 


HEN you read in a scientific book that the 

sun is made of certain substances, that the 

stars Aldebaran, Sirius, Capella, etc., are 

made of other substances, you wonder how 
this can be known with such certainty; for nobody 
has ever been there to see. 


Nevertheless, our knowledge of the composition of 
the sun and stars is almost as certain as that of the 
elements that go to make up our own earth. And it is 
ali due to the spectroscope. 


Isabel M. Lewis of the United States Observatory 
tells in the Electrical Experimenter just how it is 
dine. : 

When a ray of sunlight passes through a spectre- 
scope (which consists essentially of a glass prism 
or chain of prisms), it is broken up into its com- 
ponent parts, which arrange themselves like a rain- 
bow, violet, indfgo, blue, green, yellow, orange, red 


and these colors are crossed by many fine dark lines 
calied Frauenhofer or absorption lines. 


The shortest wave lengths are in the violet and 
the longest in the red; below the red are the infra- 
red rays, invisible to the naked eye but capable of 
being photographed on specially sensitized plates. 


An incandescéfit body under high pressures gives 
us a band of pure color unbroken by cross lines. If, 
however, cooler gases are between us and the source 
of the continuous spectrum they absorb from the 
light beyond just those rays of which they themselves 
consist, and as a result the band of color is crossed by 
durk lines. 

Every chemical siemens has its own dark lines ip 
the spectrum, always in the same place, 

So it is easy to identify the element merely by ob- 
serving the position of the Frauenhofer or absorption 
lines in the spectrum. 

If the intervening gases be hotter than the source 
eof light, the lines they make on the spectrum will 
be bright instead of dark, but their position will be 
unchanged. 

In the spectrum of the sun, for instance, 
the incandescent core produces the continu- 
ous band of color, and the cooler gases of the 
surrounding solar atmosphere absorb from 
the light of the core the particular rays of 
which they themselves consist. and produce 
the dark lines that tell us they are catcium, 
or oxygen, or iron, or helium, or any of the 
other elements. 

It bas been found that all the elements that 
exist on our planet exist also in the sun, and 
enter into the composition of the stars. 
the light of a distant star, faint as it is, cam 
be made to furnish its spectrume Father 
Secchi, the Italian astronomer, first classi- 
fied the stars according to the elements pre- 
dominating in them; that was in 1849; since 
then the Harvard Observatory bas classified 
the spectra of 200,00 stars. » '\AM 
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F Skeletons of

F imperial Caesar's clay was used to daub a 
chink, and Alexander's dust to‘stop a bung- 
hole, as Hamlet fancied, then those great figures 
in buman desfiny came to a baser fate than the 
bones of “Roamer,” “Sysonby* and “Lee Axe- 
worthy,” famous race horses. 

Far from returning to dust, “under dust to 
lie,” those equine frames either have been, or will be, 
mounted by careful, appreciative hands and placed on 
exhibition where all the world may see their good 
»parts. Years of painstaking effort, and study of the 
most exhaustive sort, is being expended in this work, 
and some remarkable results have been attained; as 


may be observed at the American Museum of Natural | 


History, in New York. 

“Roamer,” the great racer which set the world's rec- 
ord for a mile at 1:344-5, recently broke a leg while 
playing in a field, and it was necessary to shoot him 
the following day. It was announced that the body 
would be presented to the Museum of Natural History. 
The writer accordingly visited the museum to learn 
what ectually had been done in that line. Was it 
possible to mount a bare skeleton so as to portray the 
spirit and power of a great racer, and who could do it”? 

I knocked at a small door at the far end of the room 
marked “Horses.” Inside, to greet me, was a smiling, 
agile, silver-haired gentleman clad in a long white 
apron. He had been bending over a tray of bones as 
I came in. On the table beside him were the skele- 
tons of a cat and a whippet. He found a chair for me. 

S. Harmsted Chubb is the man who mounted the 
skeletons of the famous Sysonby, of Nimr, the pure- 
blooded Arabian stallion, of the giant draft horse, and 
other specimens of this same collection. For 15 years 
he has devoted his ambition, time and enthusiastic 
energy to the study of how best to present a skele- 
ton to the public. He has evolved new methods 
that are a remarkable improvement over the old 
and careless ones, when many valuable bones 
were lost and the attitudes of the finished 
skeleton were ugly, the workmanship often 
crude. One learns many things, too, 
about a horse by the minute and constant 
study of the framework that supports 
the flesh. 

As nearly as can be gathered by 
the researches of scientists, the 
domestic horse as we know him 
has sprung from several wild 
types. One of these was of 
Europe, one of Northern Af- 
rica.

horses known today, varying from the huge giant draft 
horse to the tiny Shetland pony, have been developed. 

Mr. Chubb pulled out a drawer and showed me a 
curious miscellany of delicate white bones. The fine 
tracery of the bones of a horse is very lovely as they 
lie against the dark background of green cloth. 

“That is Lee Axeworthy,” explained Mr. Chubb, 
touching a white hoof reverently, “the world’s cham- 
pion trotting stallion. He trotted a mile in 1:58 1-4, 
better by a quarter of a second than C. K. G. Billings’ 
UMPan. Lee Axeworthy was considered the most val- 
vuable trotting horse in the world, valued at $125,000 
at his death in November, 1918, and here he is! 

“He will join the collection as a different type of 
hcrse from the great running Sysonby—and the action 
of the completed skeleton will show some typical move- 
ment of the trotting horse.”’ 

The exhibition on which Mr. Chubb is working is 
designed to show the development of the domestic 
horse. The idea is to preserve illustrative specimens, 
not only of the types of racing horse, draft horse, Arab, 
Shetland: but the three types of zebra, the strange 
Przewalsky horse of the Mongolian plains, the only 
truly “wild” horse of the present day, and otlfer spe- 
cial skeletons for comparison, such as the striking 
group of a rearing horse being subjugated by a man, or 
the small dog of the present day that is curiously simi- 

lar to the prehistoric form of horse. 

This exhibition makes it possible for lovers 
of horses and students of evolution in 
general to find in the exhibits of tre 
museum a startlingly complete col- 
lection of fossils and actual skele- 
tons that represent the lii: 
of the horse through the 
ages. We will be able 
to follow the ani- 
mal from the 
tiny four-toed 

Eohippus of the 
far-distant Eocene 

age to the highly 
developed breeds of 
today. 

As one looks at the dy- 
namic force represented by 
the mounted skeleton of 

Sysonby, caught at the mo- 
ment in the stride of the run- 

ning horse, when all four feet are 
off the ground, one is impressed by 

the sheer white purity of bone, the 
absence of ugly wires or awkward 

methods of joining the vertebrae. It is 
a revelation in the art of skeleton 

mounting when compared with some of 
the older effects. Small wonder, then, per- 
haps, that such a task takes two or three 
years and involves an infinite variety of ob- 
servations and experiments. 

A curious incident started Mr. Chubb on this 
work. He related that in the course of his work 
as a naturalist 15 years ago, he visited the museum 
to study the bones of a turkey’s neck. He discovered 
that 39 of the bones were missing from the specimen. 
He resolved to undertake the work of preserving skele- 
tons so that anybody who had occasion to study one of 
his specimens might feel certain that all the bones 
were present. 

“The first step is that of maceration. The body of 
the dead animal is placed in a tank of hot water, in 
order to promote rapid disintegration. As this goes 
on the flesh falls away, | watch very closely, seeking 
every particle of bone that appears, watching lest some 
smal! piece tall to the bottom unobserved. In that 
cause | shontd be unable to tell the exact position in 
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\ lm ' whieh it belonged. 
5 For days at a time | 
stay here in the mu- 

seum while I am 
working on such an undertaking, 
sleeping on a cot nearby 40 that | 
can always be at hand when neces- 
sary to find the particles of skele- 
ton. Sometimes a tiny bone will be 
hidden in a mass of cartilage. It is necessary for the 
cartilage to be worked away before the bone is dis- 
covered. It is for this reason, and because tiny bones 
have dropped to the bottom of the tank, or perhaps no 
attempt has been made to find them at all, that it 
has been possible today to discover many bones in the 
horse that were unknown before. 


“After this process is completed and the bones en- 
tirely separated from the flesh and unarticulated, the, 
niust be dried and then bleached. These bones of Lee 
Axeworthy were on the roof of the museum most of 
last summer—but it will probably be necessary to 


keep them there this year for at least three months 
lcnger. 


“Meanwhile, I have to make a study of the horse 
itself. All available pictures of the animal, as he 
was when alive, are assembled. Then I go to the 
stables of some race-horse owners and watch the horses 
in all attitudes, taking instantaneous snapshots of the 
important poses, catching the animals in action, or 
perhaps while simply browsing under a tree in a 
raeadow. You can understand how necessary all this 
is when you consider that the slightest change in the 
position of a foot, causing a shifting of the weight ° 
of the body, changes the angle of practically every 
bone in the body, especially the vertebrae; and in or- 
der to reproduce all this faithfully, one must know 
exactly what position they will take under the cir- 
cumstances of any one of countless movements.” 

Mr. Chubb took off his spotless apron and put on a 
coat, and then we went downstairs to the actual ex- 
hibit. 

We stood in front of that striking group of bones, 
“Skeleton of Horse and Man.” It is the triumph of 
the more delicate, but more intelligent man, over the 
huge wild horse. The man, with his ball and socket 
joint at the shoulder and hip, the flexibility of the 
wrist and ankle, the rotary motion of the forearm: the 
horse with the hinge-like joint at the elbow and other- 
wise limited movements. The skulls so perfectly dis- 
playing the differences—the horse with enormous face 
and teeth, the man with the large space for brain mat- 
ter. The feet of the horse with their single clumsy 
digit tremendously elongated, the hands and feet of the 
man with their delicate, almost lace-like structure. 
capable of such infinite manipulation and craftsman- 
ship. It is striking in similarity and difference alike’

HERE are races every day except Mon- 
day at Grienta) Park, but only on Sun- 
day are the grandstands filled to over- 
flowing with light-hearted, heavy bank- 
roiled Cubans. Sunday is the gala day 
at the track and if one is anxious to see 
the wealth and fashion of Havana in 
afternoon attire tt is only mecessary to jump in a 
motor and jazz out to Marianao. 

Oriental Park, where the winter meeting of the 
Cuba-American Jockey Ciub is being held, is located in 
Marianao, a suburb of Havana, about six or seven 
miles east of the city. It is one of the finest racing 
plaats in the world, with a fast track and a beautiful 
view of the surrounding paim-doited country from its 
commodious grand stand. 

like many of the improvements in Cuba, it is backed 
by American capital, and this winter it is being op- 
erated by twe New Yerkers, Messrs. Stoneham and 
McGraw, but it is patronized almost exclusively by 
Cubans. Of course, every American visitor in Havana 
visits the track a few times, but 96 per cent of the 
attendance is Cuban and % per cent of the betting 
is done by them. I have these figures from John Mc- 
Graw himself. 

An American visitor sees few Cuban women of the 
better class in Havana, except at the opera or the 
races. As is the custem in Spanish countries, they 
remain ip their homes threughout the day. Luncheon 
vatherings and tea parties at the hotels are almost 
nnkpown as far as the fair sex is concerned. Women 
have not been “emancipated” in Cuba and as one very 
prominent Government official put it to me-—-“Thank 
God, they never will be in our lifetime.” 

The citizens of Havana believe woman's place is in 
the home, except on race days or when there is some- 
thing worth while to see at the theaters. Love and 
maternity are their sphere. Hewever, it must not be 
vathered from this that their womenfolk are in any 
way slighted. A visit te Oriental Park on a Sunday 
afternoon will be an eye-opener to even well-traveled 
Americans. Cubans de set deny their womenfolk 
anything in the way of costly raiment that they can 
afford. A surprisingly large number of Havana women 
buy their gowns in Paris, while not a few of them 
patronize Fifth avenne. There are many more smart 
toilettes to be seen at Oriental Park on a Sunday aft-

ernoon than at any race track in America. For when 
Sunday cemes around the women folk of the well-to- 
do put on their most elaborate afternoon gowns and 
grace the leomg rows of boxes in the grand stand. 

Most of the Senoras and Senoritas are as enthusi- 
astic gambjers as their husbands and brothers. And 
while their escorts are absent placing their own bets 
at the pari-mutuel counters or with the bookmakers 
they produce rolis of crisp bills from their beaded bags 
and place their wagers with the uniformed messengers 
who circulate about the grand stand. 

I say “crisp bills’ advisedly. Except for small 
silver coinage Cuba uses American money. As the 
bills never get back to the “Treasury Department in 
Washington, the ones of small denomination are in 
the filthiest condition. Changing hands as they do 
so many times a day, the one, two and five dollar cur- 
rency is literally worn to a frazzle. But the fifties 
and hundreds are in pretty fair condition and the five 
hundreds are often crisp. And it is amazing hew 
wany of the fair sex who occupy the boxes at the races 
have bills of the crisp variety. 

It is really a smartly dressed crowd on Sunday aft- 
ternoon. The young men are especially dapper. Many 
of them are inclined to stoutness, but they wear well- 
fitting clothes and they have an air of leisure that is 
missing from American men. There are enough uni- 
forms in evidence to give the gathering a touch of 
color—-which brings me to a very important subject. 

The color line is not drawn in Cuba as it is in the 
United States. For instance, if a man in the United 
States has a drop of colored blood in his veins he is 
classed as a colored man. in Cuba, a drop of white 
blood makes him a white man. As in practically all 
South American countries, the trace of the colored man 
ia everywhere evident, but nobody seems to mind it 
and, after all. what are a few pigments between 
friends?

But to get back to the races. On Sunday afternoon 
the first race is held at 2:15 instead of 2:30 as on 
other days. The grand stand is filled before the first 
warning bell, for “breakfast” in Havana is an 11:36 
a m. function, and it causes no disarrangement of 
one’s routine to reach Marianao by 2 o'clock: or a little 
after. 

There is a fine band in the main grand stand and 
its jazz tunes from the Follies aad other American 
revues makes an American feel very much at home. 
Kot the feature of the track which will appes! to most 
Americans at the present time is the bar, or rather 
succession of bars, which are provided for the enter- 
tainment of the visitors. 

Before and after each ruce—and there are six races 
every afternoon--the bars are crOwded with rich aad 
poor, winners and losers. There is nothing s0 cheap 
in Havana as American liquor, and as there are Amer- 
ican barkeepe to retail) it there is every Inducement to 
patronize what might be called a home industry, espe- 
cially now that it has no home. The Cutans, it must 
be admitted, are not hard drinkers. They do not 
drink any appreciable amount of American whisky. 
Bacardi rum, distilled from sugar cane, is the drink 
of the island, and, of course, there is every other known 
drink, including native beer and imported «-hampagnue— 
to suit all tastes and pocketbooks. 

Although | saw many consistent drinkers during my 
sojourn in Havana, | never saw a drunken one. I 
heard it asserted that a person is able to drink him- 
self sober in Havana's wonderful climate, but I have 
only hearsay evidence on this point. I! can merely 
state that liquor is retailed at the race track bars and 
restaurants at prices which used to prevail in New 
York bars 10 years ago—before the advent of prohibi- 
tion or inflated currency. 

As there is fully 20 or 25 minutes between each race 
there is plenty of time to pick out a loser, place a 
bet on him and take a drink to brace one's self against 
the loss. And after the first race there is 90 reason 
why a consoler as well as a bracer cannot be taken. 
As a matter of fact, it usually is.
